Is it discriminatory for junior high 
school boys and girls to have 
different rules on hair length? 

A committee of parents, staff and 
students from the Placentia Unified 
School District will decide in the 
near future. 

In the meantime, trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
Board, have placed a moratorium on 
two sections of their junior high 
school dress and grooming code. 

The committee to work on the two 
sets of requirements, is scheduled to 
report back to the board on January 
24. 

The section in question which 


applies to girls states: ‘‘No 
extremes in makeup, i.e. facial 
paints, flowers, etc. will be allowed. 
Hair must be neatly combed and 
clean. Extremes in hair styles or 
color are not appropriate for school. 
Pin curls, rollers, and visible clips 
will not be worn.”’ 

The stipulations which concerns 
boy students outlines: ‘‘Hair must 
be clean, neat and trimmed so as not 
to grow over eyes, or touch the 
shoulder. Straight vertical side- 
burns must extend no lower than the 
bottom of the ear. No beards (beards

League members, at the recent 
annual convention held in San 
Diego, approved the construction of 
a $1.9 million headquarters building 
in Sacramento. 

Carolyn Peirce Ewing, former 
mayor of Yorba Linda and currently 
the executive director of the Orange 
County Division of the league, said 
that a ballpark guess would be that 
Placentia’s share of the cost, based 
on its population would run around 
$4,500 and Yorba Linda’s about 
$3,500. 

Firm figures are not yet known. 

Mrs. Ewing stated also that no roll 
call votes were taken on the project 
either at the county or state levels. 
The county vote, supporting the 
suggestion, was a vote by hands and 
the tally at San Diego was made by a 
“show of cards.” 

All five Placentia city councilmen 
and city administrator Edwin Powell 
were in attendance at the San Diego 
convention. 

Mrs. Ewing reports that all cities 
in Orange County are members of 
the league and that the organization 
has been in existence for about 80 
years. Its main purpose, she said, is 
to lobby in Sacramento for the 
municipal position and interests.

attitudes manifested that we didn’t 
like.”’ 

Captain James Robertson, in 
charge of the police action 
concerning the carnival answered 
that Placentia police officers are 
required to treat both areas of 
people the same. 

Among subjects discussed at the 
meeting were reasons why police 
officers were sent to the carnival 
site; problems besetting neighbors 
of the area; events that took place 
between carnival workers and the 
police; and attitudes of the heritage 
committee and the police depart- 
ment. 

Complaints from members of the 
committee and other Placentians 
participating in the carnival, 
centered around treatment of a 
19-year-old man; actions involving a 
girl who police apparently thought 
might be a runaway; the pursuit by 
police of a man who quit his job 
rather than go through the 
idenfication, fingerprinting process 
but who was reportedly held for a 
considerable time nevertheless, and 
jaywalking citations. 

Mrs. Pat Vallencourt, a member 
of the Emblem Club who spent 
considerable time at the carnival site 
assisting in operating her club’s 
food booth, asked why the surge of 
police that came on the grounds 
Friday could ict have appeared 
before the carnival began? 


Robertson explained that time 
had been allowed for the carnival 
employees to appear at the station 
for identification procedures and 
when they didn’t show up as 
scheduled, the police moved to the 
carnival. 

Mrs. Vallencourt described the 
scene: ‘‘People were coming back 
from the rides saying ‘‘Oh, my God 
you ought to see what is going on 
down there’ all over the place. 
People coming down to get a bit to 
eat would say ‘I don’t know whether 
there is going to be a carnival.’ It 
was a very weird feeling.”’ 

Robertson explained that the 
numbers of officers had been sent 
‘‘anticipating that there might be a 
number of arrests made’”’ and for the 
officers safety they were sent in 
teams. 

Mrs. Vallencourt added: ‘‘I think 
there was a little bit of feeling of 
harassment from the police long 
before any of this.’’ She explained 
how she had witnessed people 
jaywalking across Kraemer Boute~ 
vard to McDonalds and that her 
observation was that carnival people 
were ticketed and local residents 
were not. 

‘‘The carnival people had just 
come in, they were dirty and were 
looking for bathrooms, they wanted 
something to eat and they were 
stopped immediately. I was there 
and watched three girls being 
stopped. There was resentment,”’ 


she reported. 

Robertson reported that three 
citations were issued for jaywalking 
at the carnival and ten people were 
arrested, all for misdemeanor traffic 
violations on outstanding warrants. 
Three were held in jail and these, as 
per regulations, were required to 
undress. 

Police representatives said they 
felt there was a _ lack of 
communications on both sides...the 
heritage committee and the 
department. 


Robertson explained that he could 
have closed down the carnival when 
employees did not report, but 
instead sent the men to the carnival 
site. ‘ 

Heritage committee members 
complained that although they had 
informed police that they were on 
the grounds and would act as liaison 
in any circumstance, they were not 
contacted and could not. get 
explanatory answers from police 
officers. 


Committee member Edward 
Houston: ‘‘We have not said nor will 
we ever say that the police 
department did not do a good job. 
There were no actions taken that 
were not within the law. The 
problems occurred in how they did 
Ite? 

Chief Traub: ‘‘We acted within 
the law. We attempted to do right. 
Maybe we did wrong.”’

unshaven), mutton chops, flared 
sideburns, or goatees will be 
permitted. 

The present code was challenged 
by a parent on the basis of 
discrimination between boys and 
girls, a possible violation of Title IX. 
Title 1X, which is federal legislation, 
prohibits any kind of sex 
discrimination against students or 
employees. 

The committee will be charged 
with reviewing the code in relation to 
current laws, as well as other 
updating which members may find 
necessary as required by district 
policy, it was reported. 

Other considerations in the 
current dress and grooming code 
still in effect require that students be 
appropriately dressed and wear 
shoes. It is also pointed out that 
failure to comply can lead to 
disciplinary action, including sus- 
pension from school. 

Girls are allowed to wear long 
pants, but not shorts, low necklines, 
backless dresses or bare midriffs. 
The length of skirts, the rules 
outline, should represent common 
decency. 

Bermuda type shorts are dis- 
couraged for boys. 

Both boys and girls are forbidden 
to display advertising of immoral 
and obscene materials; hats are not 
acceptable except on rainy days; nor 
are non-prescription sun glasses at 
any time. 

A note to parents is included, 
however. The rules are considered 
minimum standards and parents are 
encouraged to set standards for their 
own students which ‘‘may be more 
restrictive than those indicated in 
this code.”’

We have been handed a copy of a 
memorandum from the Director of 
Finance to the City Administrator 
together with a cover memorandum 
to the City Council dated October 8, 
1976. These purport to be staff's 
reply to our letter to you dated 
September 27, 1976. We do not 
know whether this memorandum 
was in fact discussed by the City 
Administrator at your adjourned 
meeting of October 12 or at some 
other time. Having heard nothing 
further, we assume that this copy is 
our answer from you. 

We don’t intend to perpetuate this 
paper explosion in spite of your 
apparent desire to ‘‘put it in 
writing.’’ However, some state- 
ments must be rebutted. 

First, let’s dispose of the apparent 
42 percent salary increase. Let’s 
compare apples with apples. If you 
will compare pages 78 and 79 of 
‘‘Placentia Budget Fiscal Year 
1975-76’’ (blue grey cover with 
picture of Placentia Civic Center) 
with pages 81 and 82 of ‘‘City of 
Placentia Preliminary Budget Fiscal 
Year 1976-77”’ (black on white cover 
with All America City shield) you 
wiH find that they relate to the same 
division. You will note that the 
staffing, as reported on these pages, 
is the same for Fiscal Years 1974/75, 
1975/76, and 1976/77. Budgeted 
salaries—full time employees for 
Fiscal Year 1975/76 is $165,622 (p 79 
of 1975/76 Budget). Recommended 
salaries for 1976/77 for the same 
division is $235,051 (page 82 of 
1976/77 Preliminary Budget) A little 
simple arithmetic will show that the 
increase is $69,429 or 41.92 percent. 

We didn’t believe it either. It 
seemed more probable that level of 
staffing and/or funds budgeted 
were misstated in one or both 
documents. Because of this and 
similar but less spectacular 
apparent discrepancies in other 
divisions, we asked early last June 
for the actual salaries by job title 
upon which the 1976/77 Budget was 
based. 

As you and Mr. Dunnavant well 
know, we still don’t have this data in 
spite of the fact that he states in his 
memorandum that ‘‘...it would not 
be difficult to make this information 
available.’’ We can only continue to 
ask who has supressed the release of 
this data and why? 

It’s nice to know where the 
missing employee works and that 
the position has been filled since 
July 1974. In this respect, recent 
budgets have been consistent. This 
position was not listed in the 
1974/75 or 1975/76 budgets either. 

Mr. Dunnavant states that he 
cannot locate some of the figures 
quoted in our letter. As we clearly 
stated, they are in the 1976/7) ‘red, 
white, and blue All American City 
shield on white cover). 

Let’s go over one more time the 
different versions of the total 
expenditures from all funds during 
Fiscal Year 1975/76. These are not 
our numbers. They are reported in 
documents published by the City of 
Placentia. 

On Page 9 of the 1976/77 Budget 
(dated June 29, 1976), Estimated 
Expenditures from all funds in 
Fiscal Year 1975/76 are listed as 
$5,237,865. 

On page 23 of ‘‘City of Placentia 
Annual Report 1975-1976’’ (un- 
dated), total expenditures from all 
funds is listed as $4,753,162. 

We have now seen another 
document—'‘‘City of Placentia 
Annual Report of Financial Opera- 
tions for the Fiscal Year Ending 
June 30, 1976’’ which includes the 
report of the independent account- 
ant (auditor) dated September 14, 
1976. This looks like it should be the 


, eee, 


real thing. 

In his cover letter to this 
document, the City Administrator 
states twice on the first page and 
once on the second page that total 


‘expenditures in 1975/76 totaled 


$4,844,191. But, delving into the 
body of the report, we find on pages 
1 and 2 (after deducting identified 
inter fund transfers) that total 
expenditures were $4,811,591. On 
pages 4 and 5 expenditures and 
transfers are separated. Here we 
find total expenditures of $4,812, 
192. Finally, on pages 34-35 (again 
deducting identified inter fund 
transfers) we again find total 
expenditures of $4,812,192. At last 
two numbers agree. We don’t yet 
know which number to believe. 
Probably the best guess’is simply 
somewhere around $4.8 million. 

The point is that you approved a 
budget for 1976/77 with outdated or 
inaccurate data on past perform- 
ance. These discrepancies in 
expenditures translate into discrep- 
ancies in the beginning balances in 
various funds. Beginning balances 
in sOme funds were apparently 
underestimated by more than 
$275,000 while other funds were 
apparently overestimated by more 
than $127,000. In total, you 
apparently had $482,688 more to 
work with than you or the public 
were told at the time of budget 
hearings. 

We obviously lost the battle to get 
some light shed on the budget 
during public hearings. We are 
apparently now faced with the 
newest roadblock. Neither of us is a 
Certified Public Accountant so we 
apparently don’t qualify, in the eyes 
of the staff, to ask anymore 
questions about the financial affairs 
of the City. If this ploy stands up, it 
will be far more effective than any 
public documents policy. Maybe 
only Highway or Civil Engineers can 
identify a chuckhole or comment on 
street construction or repair. Will it 
take a degree in Police Science to 
report a crime or comment on the 
actions of the Police Department? 

Last but not least, how can you 
give direction to the staff? Most of 
you do not have degrees in Public 
Administration. How many of you 
are CPA’s?

Paragraph 1 - Makes reference to 
a condensed version of the budget. 


This is true. During hearings on 
the 1975/76 budget, one of the major 
complaints we received was the lack 
of a condensed version of the 
budget. Many persons from the 
press and public felt the budget was: 
a somewhat cumbersome document, 
and we were requested to prepare a 
condensed version giving the 
budget highlights. Also, it would not 
be possible to make available to the 
public some 12,000 copies of the 
preliminary budget. However, 
copies of the preliminary budget 
were made available to the public at 
both the City Clerk’s Office and the 
Placentia Library. 


Paragraph 2 - Alludes to salary 
increases up to 42 per cent over 
budgeted salaries in the 1975/76 
fiscal year in some divisions. 


In the salary cost comparison 
attached hereto, you will note there 
is no percentage cost increase that 
comes anywhere near the 42 per cent 
mentioned in the letter. The only 
increases that could be considered 
substantial are in three divisions: 

Finance 22.5 per cent, due to an 
additional employee authorized 
by the City Council. 

Planning 18.1 per cent, due to 
departmental restructure in fiscal 
year 1975/76. The _ original 
1975/76 budget contained 
$62,910 for Planning staff 
salaries. With the termination 
of the City Planner/Director 
of Community Development, and 
reduction of the departmental 
secretary to stenographer, along 
with the time lapse in replacing 
the City Planner, the original 
budget appropriation was re- 
duced to $50,785. Going into the 
1976/77 budzet, all positions 
were filled, and cost was 
estimated for the yeac at $59,967, 
or $2,943 less that the anticipated 
needs for the 1975/76 fiscal year. 

Building and Safety Division 
23.8 percent. This increase is due 
to the additional building 
inspector authorized by the City 
Council to be hired on March 1, 
1976, for four months of the 
1975/76 fiscal year, at a cost of 
$4,055, vs. full salary of $13,790 
for the 1976/77 fiscal year, an 
increase of $9,73S. 

In all other areas, the percentage 
increases are in line with normal 
increases and decreases. Decreases 
are due to a high employee turnover 
where the salary cost is reduced by 
replacement employees being hired 
at a step range less than that being 
paid to the employee being 
replaced. 


Paragraph 3 - Change in Budget 
Format. 


If you will compare the 1975/76 
fiscal year budget with the 1976/77 
fiscal year budget, you will see that 
there are a number of format 
changes, one of the major changes 
being the consolidation of all costs 
where possible into the department, 
division budget. Past budgets have 
had such things as benefits, light 
and power, telephone, office 
equipment, maintenance,  etc., 
budgeted from a non-departmental

account. Thus we could not readily 
determine operations costs of a 
department/division. Evidence of 
this was apparent when we 
attempted to determine the true 
operating cost of the Fire 
Department at the time considera- 
tion was being given to contracting 
for County Fire service. As you can 
see, salaries by position was but one 
of the changes made in the 1975/76 
budget document, and it would not 
be difficult to make this information 
available. 


Paragraph 4 - Request for actual 
job titles and costs. 


It is true that a request was made 
by Mr. and Mrs. Ellis for the 
information alluded to in Paragraph 
3, and I did indicate verbally at a 
council study session that such 
information was contained in my 
budget worksheets. However, in 
checking for this information, | 
found that it, in fact, was not in my 
worksheet papers. Apparently after 
the budget was adoped, and while 
cleaning out the ffiles, the 
worksheets were discarded, with the 
feeling that everyone was satisfied 
that the information contained in the 
budget was correct. If it is so 
desired, the worksheets can be 
reconstructed by show how the 
department/division salaries were 
calculated. 

Regarding the number of 
employees by ethnic distribution, or 
distribution by sex, there was an 
error made in the Annual Report; it 
should have been shown as 139 
employees at the time of writing said 
report in August 1976. At the time, 
Council approved six (6) additional 
employees for the Quad-City Crime 
Prevention Program under a Federal 
grant. 


Paragraph S - Research Re- 


imbursement. 


It is alleged in the letter that the 
research reimbursement policy 
appeared so innocently on the 
Council agenda of September 17, 
1976. If I recall correctly, the 
research policy had been discussed 
by staff and Council as far back as 
June 1976, upon discovery of the 
State law requiring public docu- 
ments to be furnished at a cost of 10 
cents per page. At that time there 
was a discussion as to how staff time 
devoted to research could be 
recovered without causing a direct 
cost to the taxpayers. There was also 
discussion on ways to keep the extra- 
ordinary demands down, so that 
they could be worked within the time 
available. We have always prided 
ourselves on keeping the staffing 
level at what is necessary to handle 
the normal workload and allowing 
time for additional requirements 
which must be worked in as time 
permits. It is not the intent of the 
staff to limit access to public 
records, but rather to limit the time 
restraints placed on staff for this 
information, so that routine work 
can be accomplished within the time 
limits provided. 


Paragraph 6 Annual Report 
information. Full-time City em- 
ployees. 


At the time of budget adoption 
council approved 135 __ full-time 
employees. However, in checking 


the budget documents, we find that 
the count is actually 134. This is due 
to an error on the staff's part in 
failing to list the tree trimmer, whc 
has been part of the Park 
Maintenance Division since July 
1974. With this position added bach 
into the budget, we have 135 
employees. 


Paragraphs 7 & 8 - Annual Report 
does not follow the format of either 
the 1975/76 or 1976/77 budget. 


For the most part, I feel that it 
does. However, in come cases it may 
not, due to State and audit 
requirements. We attempt to put the 
budget together in a manner that 
can, as much as possible, be 
interpreted by the city council and 
the general public. The state 
controller requires annual reporting 
that changes the reporting require- 
ments from the budget document. 
The National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting requires 
another type of reporting for audit 
purposes. In the future, the best 
method to follow would be in 
compliance with the National 
Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting recommendations, in both 
the budget and the financial report, 
so that reporting in both cases would 
be the same. 


Paragraph 9 


I believe the Annual Report 
Expenditure Statement, as shown 
on Page 22, clearly shows that 
$48,600 was budgeted for the City 
Attorney and that expenditures 
were $66,579, an increase of 37 
per cent over the budget. Sewer and 
storm drain funds clearly show that 
$441,667 was budgeted, and only 
$50,200 was expended. Insofar as 
total expenditures are concerned, it 
appears evident that the total 
expenditures, as reported in the 
Annual Report, were $4,753,162. 
Where the other figures quoted by 
Mr. and Mrs. Ellis are, I do not 
know. 

I might mention at this time that 
the city budget is subject to change 
at any time during the year as the 
need arises. This is done by 
resolution, at a regular council 
meeting, which amends the budget 
to show current needs. For example, 
if a street caves in and the cost to 
repair same is $15,000, additional 
funds would have to be appropriated 
by the Council because we do not 
attempt to budget unknown 
emergencies. This is one of the 
reasons for maintaining an un- 
appropriated surplus reserve. 

This report will be verified by the 
independent Certified Public Ac- 
countant (auditors) Diehl, Evans 
and Company, who were hired by 
the City Council to audit the records 
of the City of Placentia. 

If there are any questions or 
doubts regarding the financial 
transactions of the City of Placentia, 
I would personally be happy to work 
with any certified public accountant 
that citizens of the City of Placentia 
would like to send in to verify the 
facts as shown in the Annual Report 
of Financial Transactions for 
197S/76 fiscal year, or the Annual 
Budget as approved by the city 
council for the 1976/77 fiscal year 
operations.
